but was unsuccessful.

Senntor S. F. Alderman succeeded in 
getting the senate committee of the 
whole to turn down the finance com­ 
mittee and advance his bill for a new 
state fish hatchery at Deerwood, to the 
calendar with a $0,000 appropriation a t­ 
tached. 
Senator 
Alderman 
explained 
that 
Deerwood is ail ideal spot for a fish 
hatchery and can be made exactly as 
desired at little expense. 
There was 
no question about the need of tho h atch ­ 
ery. The bill, however, had come from 
the finance committee with the appro­ 
priation of $0,000 stricken from it. 
“ W ithout an appropriation,” ho said, 
“the Dill might as well not be passed. 
I 
ask that tho bill now be voted on with 
an amendment restoring the $6,000 al­ 
lowance, and in that form either ad- 
vanced or killed on its merits.” 
Senator I-’. II. Peterson, chairm an of 
the finance committee, objected, saying: 
“Not for ten years has such a demand 
been made upon tfie treasury for cus­ 
todial and state institutional buildings, 
j 
I don't see where there is any money in 
tin* treasury to bo had for a new fish 
hatchery, and many other like appro­ 
priations.” 
Senator Layborn said: 
“ I am getting 
tired of this idea that this senate can't 
do anything in the way of making an 
appropriation unless iv g^its—the ap ­ 
proval of the finance committee. 
Every 
time there comes up an appropriation 
we hear of the needs of the criminal, in­ 
sane and the normal schools. 
As a 
member of the game and fish commitee, 
I know the needs of this proposed ad­ 
ditional hatchery, and I sincerely hope 
the amendment will pass.” 
Senator Thorpe, of the finance com­ 
mittee sustained tho position of tho 
finance committee 
in 
opposing 
the 
amendment. 
Senator J. M. Hackney, as a member 
of the finance committee, favored the 
appropriation. 
•‘I must differ with ray friends on the 
finance committee,” he said, 
“ lf this 
were a big appriation I would oppose it, 
but it is only $6,000 and it is tho only 
appropriation Senator Alderman asks. 
I think if we have approved of the bill 
sufficiently to permit it to advance to 
its present position, we should lot the 
bill 
carry 
the 
small 
appropriation 
asked.” 
On a vote Senator Alderman’s am end­ 
ment prevailed and the bill was then 
recommended to pass without further 
debate.
